Last week for the first issue we 


published a blank our readers were 
to fill out and return to John N. Min- 
r.ich, Bedford, Pa., giving the amount 
of flour you have on hands and an 
estimated amount necessary for your 
family's needs on the_50—50 basis, 
etc. 
There is a general impression 


that the government is going to 
seize the surplus, but there is noth- 
ing of the kind to be done. The re- 
port is nothing more than a census 
of the supply of flour on hands that 
the government may estimate the 
needs of the country, the surplas in 


the country and how much we can 
risk sending abroad without causing 
a serious shortage here. Every fam- 
ily head makes this report whether 
he has much or little or no flour on 
hands. The people must understand 
that there is danger of a world short- 
age and we need to know all needs in 
the bread line. Of course, if any one i 
be caught hoarding flour, prosecution J 
will ibe brought, but we do not think i 
any Bedford county citizen would be' 
guilty of that and therefore there is 
no danger. A couple barrels of flour 
or a couple sacks would not be con- 
sidered hoarding if your family war- 
rants that quantity for the summer 
and you have difficult access to the 
mills.' Tho proper thing to do is to 
promptly make the report to Mr. 
Minnich as to the quantity you have 
on hands and your future needs.
